IHE  BURLINGTON  FINE  ARTS  CLUB 
may  be  considered  as  the  successor 
and  representative  of  two  distinct 
bodies,  the  one  a  party  of  friends 
interested  in  Art,  and  particularly  in  Engraved 
Prints,  and  Drawings,  amongst  whom  were  the 
late  Mr.  Felix  Slade  (the  generous  donor  of  so 
many  Fine  Art  objects  to  the  British  Museum,  and 
the  Founder  of  the  several  Fine  Art  Professor- 
ships which  preserve  the  memory  of  his  name), 
Sir  Charles  Price,  Mr.  Richard  Fisher,  and 
Sir  Wollaston  Franks,  who,  about  the  middle  of 
this  century,  were  in  the  habit  of  meeting 
together,  in  an  inner  room  at  Messrs.  Graves's, 
in  Pall  Mall,  a  somewhat  similar  gathering  taking 
place  at  a  subsequent  period  at  the  house  of 
Mr.  Toovey,  in  Piccadilly.  The  other  body  was 
the  "  Fine  Arts  Club,"  founded  in  1857, "  for  the 
"  object  of  facilitating  intercourse  between  men 
"  of  Art  predilections,  and  especially  those  who 
"  were  collectors,  with  a  view  of  giving  to  them 
"  convenient  opportunities  of  comparing  their 
"  acquisitions,  and  of  criticising  and  obtaining 
"  information  in  connection  with  Art  subjects." 
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This  Club  comprised  most  if  not  all  of  the  same 
circle,  who,  with  many  others,  used  to  hold 
social  gatherings  on  several  evenings  during  the 
London  season  at  each  other's  houses  in  turn, 
and  charming  receptions  were  given  at  some  of 
the  principal  houses  in  London  when  collections 
of  Works  of  Art  and  Vertu  were  brought 
together  for  exhibition.  This  was  at  a  time 
when  Club  houses,  now  so  numerous,  were 
few,  and  there  was  none  specially  dedicated  to 
Art  and  its  Collectors,  and  also  before  the 
foundation  of  the  South  Kensington  Museum, 
or  when  it  was  only  in  the  early  years  of  its  ex- 
istence. At  this  time,  also,  the  collections  at 
the  British  Museum  were  far  less  extensive  than 
at  present.  With  the  exception  of  the  gatherings 
occasionally  held  at  the  Royal  Society  of 
Antiquaries,  this  social  society  gave  at  the  time 
to  those  interested  in  the  Fine  Arts  almost  the 
only  opportunities  of  showing  and  comparing 
their  collections. 

The  survivors  of  those  who  were  thus  privi- 
leged to  attend  will  recall  with  pleasure  and 
gratitude  the  memorable  evenings  spent  at  the 
house  of  Mr.  John  Malcolm,  of  Poltalloch,  when 
his  splendid  collection  of  drawings  by  the  Old 
Masters  were  so  well  shown ;  the  rich  and 


varied  collections  of  Mr.  John  Henderson,  of 
Mr.  Holford,  Mr.  Marjoribanks,  Mr.  Beresford- 
Hope,  Baron  Marochetti,  Lord  Overstone, 
Mr.  Gladstone  and  others  :  Mr.  Robinson  (now 
Sir  Charles  Robinson)  being  the  first  Honorary 
Secretary  and  chief  organiser. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Exhibition  at 
Manchester  in  1857  was  the  first  formed  solely 
to  show  the  Fine  Arts  as  such,  whilst  the  first 
important  Collection  of  Works  of  Art  on  loan  at 
South  Kensington  was  held  in  1862. 

However,  towards  the  end  of  the  year  1866, 
the  gatherings  of  the  before-mentioned  friends 
at  Mr.  Toovey's  had  become  too  numerous  for 
convenience,  and  it  was  resolved  to  form  a  Club 
where  they  and  others  could  meet  as  heretofore, 
but  on  their  own  premises.  The  upper  part  of 
Mr.  Toovey's  house,  No.  177,  Piccadilly,  was 
then  taken,  and  a  Club  was  formed  in  December, 
1866,  limited  to  250  members,  of  which  the 
Marquis  d'Azeglio,  then  Sardinian  Minister  in 
London,  was  elected  Chairman,  and  it  was  joined 
by  most  of  the  members  of  the  "Fine  Arts  Club." 
But  the  latter  still  continued  for  a  few  years  to 
exist  as  a  separate  body. 

The  new  Club  took  the  name  of  the  Burling- 
ton Fine  Arts  Club  from  its  position  opposite 


Burlington  House,  to  which  the  Royal  Academy 
had  recently  moved.  The  limiting  number  of 
the  Club  has  since  been  extended  to  500. 

A  prospectus  was  issued  stating  that — 

"  Several  gentlemen,  amateurs  and  collectors 
"  of  Works  of  Art,  having  from  time  to  time 
"  conversed  on  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  a 
"  Club  or  Society  for  the  furtherance  of  know- 
"  ledge  of  Art,  and  for  social  intercourse  in 
"  general,  have  constituted  themselves  into  a 
"  Society  for  that  purpose. 

"  The  want  of  any  suitable  place  of  meeting 
"  for  persons  of  kindred  tastes  in  Art  has  long 
"  been  felt,  and  it  is  thought  that  the  increasing 
"  number  of  gentlemen  who  are  more  or  less 
"  devoted  to  artistic  pursuits  has  now  brought 
"  the  formation  of  a  special  Art  Club  within  the 
"  sphere  of  possibility. 

"  With  all  true  amateurs  the  pleasure  arising 
"  from  the  possession  of  Works  of  Art  is  enhanced 
"  by  the  interest  and  appreciation  which  they 
"  excite  in  others,  whilst  at  the  same  time  instruc- 
"  tion  and  refinement  of  taste  can  only  result  in 
"  their  fullest  measure  from  frequent  communica- 
"  tion  with  persons  possessing  special  knowledge 
"  in  the  several  branches  of  Art. 

"  Hitherto,  however,  the  opportunities  for  such 


"  general  social  intercourse  have  been  very  few, 
"  and  nothing  like  a  general  aggregation  of 
"  artistic  society  has  as  yet  been  formed  in 
"  London." 

Later  papers  issued  by  the  Club  define  its 
objects  to  be,  in  brief,  to  bring  together,  on  a 
friendly  footing,  collectors,  amateurs  and  persons 
variously  interested  in  matters  of  Art,  and  to 
provide  a  centre  for  the  exhibition  and  com- 
parison among  its  Members  of  objects  of  interest 
in  their  possession.  Secondly,  to  utilise  these 
Exhibitions  by  making  them  from  time  to  time 
subservient  to  the  illustration  of  particular  arts, 
or  the  art  of  a  particular  master  or  period,  and 
to  render  them  under  certain  restrictions  acces- 
sible to  a  portion  of  the  public. 

There  were  held  in  these  rooms  at  Piccadilly 
several  Exhibitions  of  much  interest.  First,  of 
Etchings  chiefly  of  the  French  school,  followed 
by  a  series  of  three  Exhibitions,  designed  to 
illustrate  the  special  modes  of  working  of  the 
Dutch,  Italian,  and  German  schools,  viz.,  in  1867, 
a  collection  of  the  Engraved  Work  of  Rembrandt, 
in  which  was  included  every  copy  of  the  so-called 
"  hundred  guilder "  print,  then  and  now  of 
the  greatest  rarity,  which  was  in  private  hands. 
It  should  be  stated  that  this  was  distinct  from 


the  magnificent  collection  subsequently  shown 
in  Savile  Row  in  1877.  Then  in  1868  "  the 
"  Engraved  Copies  and  Adaptations  of  Marc 
"  Antonio  and  his  contemporaries,"  followed,  in 
1 869,  by  the  Engravings,  Woodcuts  and  Drawings 
of  Albert  Durer  and  Lucas  van  Leiden. 
There  was  held  earlier  in  the  same  year  a 
collection  of  Oriental  Art  especially  rich  in  Jade 
and  Porcelain. 

The  last  Exhibition  held  in  the  Piccadilly 
rooms  was  in  1870,  and  consisted  of  original 
Drawings  by  Raphael  and  Michael  Angelo,  with 
some  Engravings  and  Photographs  from  works 
by  those  artists,  principally  of  designs  and  com- 
positions which  have  been  lost,  and  of  which 
no  other  record  is  extant. 

At  this  time  the  British  Institution,  which 
for  many  years  had  held  Exhibitions  of  the 
works  of  the  Old  Masters  in  Painting,  had  some- 
what fallen  into  decay,  and  the  lease  of  the 
premises  occupied  by  it  in  Pall  Mall  was 
about  to  expire,  and  could  not  be  renewed.  It 
was  therefore  proposed  by  the  Committee  of 
the  Burlington  Club  that  the  Club  should 
undertake  for  the  future  this  important  task  in 
their  place,  and  for  this  purpose  the  Club  was 
ready  to  build  a  suitable  Gallery. 
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Negotiations  were  opened  with  the  Directors 
and  Trustees  of  the  British  Institution,  who, 
subject  to  certain  conditions,  were  prepared  to 
assent  to  this  course,  and  if  it  were  found  prac- 
ticable, to  hand  over  for  this  purpose,  the  large 
funds  which  had  accumulated  in  their  hands,  to 
the  younger  body.  The  then  President  of  the 
Royal  Academy,  Sir  Francis  Grant,  was  also 
favourable  to  the  plan,  and  the  necessary 
arrangements  were  almost  completed  when 
some  other  Members  of  the  Royal  Academy 
considered  that  the  work  of  holding  such  Exhi- 
bitions of  the  works  of  the  older  Masters  could 
be  better  carried  out  by  the  Academy  itself,  as  a 
public  body,  in  their  own  Galleries  during  the 
winter  months,  and  this  has  fortunately  been 
done  with  brilliant  success  and  with  the  greatest 
usefulness,  as  will  be  in  the  recollection  of  all 
interested  in  Fine  Art.  But  it  is  perhaps  worth 
putting  thus  on  record  that  the  first  conception 
and  initial  scheme  for  this  was  the  work  of  the 
Burlington  Club,  though  its  realisation  by  the 
Royal  Academy  has  been  far  more  important 
than  it  could  have  been  in  the  hands  of  a 
private  institution.  . 

In  the  year  1870  the  Club  moved  to  their 
present  premises  in  Savile  Row,  where  they 


built  the  Caller)'  which  has  been  the  scene  of  so 
many  interesting  collections.  The  funds  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose  and  for  furnishing  the 
Club  were  raised  by  Members,  who  subscribed 
^4,500  on  Debentures,  of  which  ,£2,375  has 
been  paid  off  out  of  Entrance  Fees  which  are  set 
aside  for  the  purpose.  Amongst  the  Exhibi- 
tions of  special  interest  may  be  mentioned  the 
fine  collection  made  in  1872,  when  there  was 
for  the  first  time  a  complete  Exhibition  of 
Turner's  Liber  Studiorum,  a  great  boon  to  col- 
lectors and  others  interested  in  this  his  noblest 
work,  followed  up  in  later  years  by  several 
smaller  Exhibitions  of  special  subjects  from  the 
Liber  series,  in  which  the  unique  engraver's  proofs, 
from  the  rich  collections  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Taylor, 
Mr.  Henry  Vaughan  and  Mr.  Rawlinson,  were 
shown  together.  The  more  complete  Exhibition 
in  1877  of  the  Etched  work  of  Rembrandt, 
arranged  and  described  by  Sir  Seymour  Haden 
and  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Middleton,  now  the  Rev. 
C.  H.  Middleton-Wake.  The  pictures  of  George 
Mason  and  Dante  Gabriel  Rossetti  were  also 
shown  here  after  the  death  of  these  artists,  the 
latter  Exhibition  being  attended  by  12,133 
visitors.  The  noble  collections  of  Portrait 
Miniatures  and  of  Bookbindings  will  also  be 


in  the  memory  of  the  Members  of  the  Club 
and  its  visitors. 

A  complete  list  of  the  Exhibitions  held  will 
be  found  at  pp.  21-24. 

Of  some  of  the  earlier  Exhibitions  held  at 
Piccadilly  no  Catalogue  was  prepared,  but 
Catalogues  were  issued  in  1868  and  1869. 
From  the  year  1870  these  have  been  regularly 
issued  to  the  Members,  and  form  interesting 
monographs  which  are  much  valued.

In  addition,  Addresses  have  occasionally  been 
given  and  Papers  read  at  the  Club  evenings,  as, 
for  instance,  by  Professor  Maskelyne  on  Jade 
and  its  Allies,  i4th  April,  1876,  and  on  Greek 
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Coins,  with  illustrations,  and  a  long  series  of 
Originals  and  Electrotypes,  by  Mr.  H.  Virtue 
Tebbs,  in  November,  1874. 

In  the  year  1874,  the  old  "  Fine  Arts  Club  " 
came  to  an  end  in  the  following  manner : — 

A  Special  Meeting  was  held  on  the  131)1 
March,  1874,  with  Sir  William  Drake  in  the 
Chair,  when  the  following  notice,  which  had 
been  previously  sent  to  each  Member,  was  placed 
upon  the  table  as  read  : — 

"  2nd  M rarch,  1874. 

"  I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Fine  Arts  Club,  held 
on  the  26th  January  last,  the  following  resolu- 
tion, confirmed  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
Committee,  held  on  the  26th  February,  was 
passed : — 

•'  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  the  objects 
"  for  which  this  Club  was  established  in  1856 
"  have  been  fulfilled,  and  that  the  time  has  now 
"  arrived  when  the  further  continuance  of  the 
"  Association  will  not  effectually  aid  in  the 
"  accomplishment  of  its  purpose,  and  that  steps 
"  be  taken  to  ascertain  the  views  of  the  Mem- 
"  bers  generally  on  the  point,  for  which  purpose 
•'  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Club  be  called  at  as 
"  early  a  date  as  practicable." 
"  I  am  now  instructed  to  invite  your  attendance 
at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Club,  to  be  held  at 
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the  house  of  the  Burlington  Fine  Arts  Club, 
17,  Savile  Row,  on  Friday,  the  i3th  instant,  at 
four  o'clock  precisely,  when  the  above  resolution 
will  be  submitted ;  and  in  the  event  of  its  meeting 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Members  present, 
resolutions  will  be  proposed  as  to  the  disposal 
of  the  funds  in  hand  belonging  to  the  Club. 
I  am,  £c., 

W.  MATCHWICK, 

Acting  Secretary." 

The  Chairman,  after  recalling  the  earlier 
history  of  the  Club,  stated  that  the  gatherings  of 
the  Association  were  in  its  early  stage  more 
distinctly  limited  to  the  object  for  which  it  was 
founded;  but  by  degrees  the  social  element 
prevailed,  and  meetings  were  held  and  charming 
receptions  were  given  at  the  principal  houses  in 
London,  when  collections  of  Works  of  Art  were 
brought  together  for  exhibition.  It  was  about 
this  time  (1866)  that  several  of  the  leading 
Members  of  the  Club  felt  that  an  association  of 
a  less  peripatetic  character,  having  a  local  habi- 
tation as  well  as  a  name,  and  embracing  in  its 
objects  similar  purposes  to  those  of  this  Club, 
should  be  formed ;  and  accordingly  the  Burling- 
ton Fine  Arts  Club  was  established. 
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After  some  other  remarks  on  the  old  Club, 
the  Chairman  concluded  by  moving  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was  duly  seconded  by 
Mr.  Fisher: — 

"  That  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  as  expressed 
"  in  their  resolution  of  the  26th  January,  now 
"  read,  is  concurred  in  by  this  meeting,  and  it  is 
"  therefore  resolved  that,  subject  to  the  adjust- 
"  ment  by  the  Committee  of  the  debts  and 
"  liabilities  of  the  Association,  this  Club  be  and 
"  the  same  is  dissolved." 

Some  observations  and  discussion  followed, 
and  the  resolution  was  put  to  the  meeting  and 
carried  nem.  con. 

The  Chairman  then  moved  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Hender- 
son : — 

"  That  the  Committee  are  authorised  and  empowered 
"  to  distribute  the  funds  of  the  Club,  which  may 
"  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  after 
"  payment  of  all  debts  and  liabilities,  in  such 
"  manner  as  to  them  may  seem  expedient  and 
"  proper." 

The  resolution  was  put  to  the  meeting  and 
carried  unanimously. 

The  Chairman  then  declared,  pursuant  to  the 
resolution  which  had  been  passed  by  the  meet- 
ing, that  the  Fine  Arts  Club  was  dissolved ;  and 
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thanks  being  given  to  him  for  his  conduct  in  the 
Chair,  the  meeting  separated. 

On  the  dissolution  of  this  older  Club  the 
funds  remaining  in  the  hands  of  its  Trustees 
\vere  handed  over  to  the  Burlington  Club 
for  the  purchase  of  books  relating  to  the 
Fine  Arts,  which  became  the  nucleus  of  the 
present  Library,  since  so  much  increased  by  the 
generous  gifts  and  the  subscriptions  of  Mem- 
bers. It  now  comprises  several  thousand 
volumes,  and  is  yearly  increasing. 

On  the  resignation  of  the  Marquis  d'Azeglio, 
Sir  William  Drake  was  chosen  Chairman, 
and  so  continued  until  his  death  in  1890. 
His  able  management  greatly  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  Club.  He  was  succeeded  by  the 
Earl  of  Strafford  and  afterwards  by  the  Earl 
Brownlow.

The  constitution  and  purpose  of  the  BURLING- 
TON FINE  ARTS  CLUB  may  be  stated  in  brief  to

I. — To  bring  together  Amateurs,  Collectors, 
and  others  interested  in  Art;  to  afford  ready 
means  for  consultation  between  persons  of 
special  knowledge  and  experience  in  matters 
relating  to  the  Fine  Arts;  and  to  provide 
accommodation  for  showing  and  comparing  rare 
works  in  the  possession  of  the  Members  and 
their  friends. 

II. — To  provide  in  the  Reading  Room  (in 
addition  to  usual  newspapers)  periodicals,  books, 
and  catalogues,  foreign  as  well  as  English,  having 
reference  to  Art,  it  being  the  intention  to  render 
the  Club  a  means  of  obtaining  knowledge  of  all 
sales  or  other  opportunities  for  the  acquisition  of 
Works  of  Art ;  and  to  make  it  a  general  medium 
of  information  on  points  relating  to  the  history 
and  condition  of  the  Fine  Arts  both  at  home 
and  abroad. 

III. — To  make  arrangements  in  the  Gallery 
and  Rooms  of  the  Club  for  the  exhibition  of 
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pictures,  original  drawings,  engravings,  and  rare 
books,  enamels,  ceramic  wares,  coins,  plate,  and 
other  valuable  works. 

IV. — To  hold,  in  addition  to  the  above, 
once  in  the  year  or  oftener,  Special  Exhibitions 
which  shall  have  for  their  object  the  elucidation 
of  some  School,  Master,  or  specific  Art.  Mem- 
bers to  have  the  privilege  of  introducing  friends 
to  these  special  collections. 

V. — To  render  the  Club  a  centre  where 
occasionally,  especially  when  works  of  more 
than  usual  interest  are  on  view,  Conversazioni 
may  be  held  of  an  Art  character.  Members  to 
have  the  power  of  introducing  two  visitors, 
ladies  or  gentlemen. 

VI. — To  provide,  in  addition  to  the  above 
Art  objects,  the  ordinary  accommodation  and 
advantages  of  a  London  Club,  including  Read- 
ing, News,  Billiard  and  Smoking  Rooms ;  and 
to  provide  House  Dinners  and  Refreshments  on 
such  a  scale  as  may  be  found  practicable. 

The  Club  possesses  a  valuable  Library  of 
Books  of  Reference  on  Art,  to  which  additions 
are  constantly  being  made  by  means  of  a 
Library  Fund.
